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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Your schools during the past year have been reasonably success- 
ful ; in fact, the number of really good schools, we think, has been 
larger than usual. In a few instances only were the results unsatis- 
factory. Knowledge alone does not make a good teacher ; capac- 
ity to impart it—to lead the mind of the pupil from that which is 
known to that which is unknown, is a prime requisite. It is a 
pleasure to visit a good school, but very painful to witness the work 
of a teacher who dispenses darkness rather than light, and succeeds 
only in filling the minds of her pupils with many things promiscu- 
ously. ‘‘God is not the author of confusion,” either of matter or 
mind ; therefore such teachers cannot cooperate with the harmoni- 
ous working of His laws. It may not be out of place to suggest 
that “‘the greatest good of the greatest number’ will be best sub- 
served by their seeking a less obtrusive employment than that of 
giving instruction to others. 

The measles have, in some cases, proved a great foe to our 
schools during the past winter, notably District No. 13 and the 
High School, in consequence of which the latter closed at the end 
of the tenth week. 

We have learned of but very little disobedience to lawful author- 
ity, and very rarely of parents undertaking to establish home-rule in 
the school-room. | 

Tardiness and irregularity of attendance, in some cases, still ex- 
ists to an inexcusable extent. If the damage done could be con- 
fined to the absent or tardy pupil alone, the evil would be far less 
serious, but it necessarily extends to all with whom he is classed. 

The Roll of Honor has become a prominent feature in our 
schools, and is proving a means of doing great good, by exciting a 
commendable emulation between the different districts and their 
teachers, as well as scholars of the same district. Pumpkin Hill 
deserves especial mention ; for each scholar in the district won a 
place upon the Roll of Honor for both terms. We trust that the 
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time is at hand when no district will be without its Roll of Honor, 
and irregularity of attendance be greatly diminished. 

Your committee, one year ago, referred to the great lack of 
caligraphy. It is with satisfaction that we are now able to report 
that penmanship, in most of your schools, has received its due share 
of attention, and that a progress has been made commensurate 
with this important branch of education. It is ardently desired 
that instruction in the essential art of writing will never again be 
permitted to lapse. 

The High School is now in the twelfth year of its existence. It 
is under the instruction of Charles A. Strout, B. A., principal, and 
Miss Martha A. Pillsbury, assistant, this being their second year. 
The “ energy, efficiency and fidelity” that characterized their work 
during the first year has been fully sustained until now. The last 
term (winter) had been regarded the most promising, but the last 
two weeks were very much damaged by the measles, and, being 
cut short three weeks, renders the report in some respects incom- 
plete. With all the blessings and advantages that the High School 
brings within its sweep, which need not be enumerated here, there 
is a tendency to lower the standard of education in the district 
schools by the present system of admitting pupils into it. This has 
been more or less apparent to educators from the beginning, but 
now it presents itself with a cogency that fixes the attention and 
demands action. The question is an exceedingly embarrassing one 
to your committee. It is hardly to be expected of them, that they 
will undertake to raise very much the standard of admission to the 
High School, by establishing rules and regulations, so long as the 
predominating sentiment of the public is strongly against it. Almost 
every one, perhaps, is ready to admit that the common English 
branches can be taught more successfully in the district school, but 
this seems to make, with few exceptions, no difference to the par- 
ent ; for the goal to be reached is the High School. Should your 
committee see fit to order an increase of the standard of proficiency 
in the common branches, as a prerequisite to admission into the 
High School, the hearty codperation of all concerned will be need- 
ed to secure the results desired. 
is.There is one subject that presses upon the attention of your 
committee with tremendous force: the present division of the town 
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into districts. A change in some way, to some extent, is impera- 
tively demanded. Such has been the conviction of your school 
committees for many years, and the subject has been repeatedly 
suggested for your consideration. Great loss is suffered yearly by 
delay ; a loss so great that it is painful to contemplate it. The 
money raised and appropriated for the support of schools is not do- 
ing all it might. Our town, as you know, was divided into districts 
by a former generation ; that division still remains, with very trifling 
changes. When we reflect that since that division was made, the 
town, as a whole, has not only diminished very much in popula- 
lation, but that some sections of it have become more sparsely and 
others more thickly settled ; that the scholars have fallen off from 
six or seven hundred to about two hundred ; that it now costs, in 
some instances, thirty to forty dollars to furnish one pupil with one 
term of school,—it would seem that suggestions in reference to it 
would be in order; but this is not the proper place to argue the 
question. If it were, the past would fully demonstrate that it 
would prove a fruitless task. 

We beg leave, however, to call your attention to the report of 
your committee for the year ending March, 1881, where the whole 
subject is fully and perspicuously laid open and explained, and 
where reference is made by chapter and section to the General Laws 
of our state, in reference to schools and school districts. There 
you will learn the various steps that may be legally taken, calculated 
to relieve us from at least some of the distressful evils, of which we 
complain under the present system.
